By this Regulation, I humbly preſume, the young 
Gentlemen will be better and more accurately inſtruc- 
ted, than it is poſſible they ſhould be in the common 


E. Method. For every Gentleman that conſiders it will 


allow, that the Inſtruction even of twenty Boys, divi- 


ded into five or fix different Forms; each Form̃ read- 


Ing a different Author, perhaps two or three in the 
Day, muſt diſtract the Mind of the Tutor, and render 
him in ſome Meaſure incapable of giving that con- 
ſtant and diligent Attendance that is abſolutely neceſ· 
8 9 to the Improvement of each Pupil. ö 
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But when the Youths of each F orm are under the 
immediate Tuition of one, and the ſame Maſter, 


whoſe whole Attention is employed in their Inſtruc- | 
tion alone, 'tis evident they will be more amply im- 


proved; becauſe the Tutor interfering with no other 


Claſs, will have ſufficient Time to examine the minute 


Particulars in every Leſſon with Accuracy. 


Another Advantage will accrue to the Boys from 
this Regulation; that their Maſters, beſides the 


Hours of examining, will have Time ſufficient to 


lead their Pupils gradually, in an eaſy and conciſe 
Way of learning a Language; and when any Difficulty 
ariſes, may eaſily point out the neceſſary Connection 
between the ſeveral Parts of a Sentence, aceording to 
the Grammar Rules; for tho” this is little regarded in 
the ordinary Method, yet upon Trial it will be found 
greatly to facilitate their Progreſs 1 in Learning. 


The young 88 are to be admitted into this 
School as early as poſſible, that they may learn the 


Rudiments of their Mother Tongue in a pure Man- 


ner, before that Quaintneſs and Impropriety which are 
frequently imbibed at the common Engliſh Schools, 
* ſunk too deep to be eradicated. 


A Maſter well qualified will be entertained for this 
eſpecial Purpoſe. | 


All that enter in one Year, to be of one 


Form, and a Maſter to be choſen annually, till 
he Number be compleat. 


After they have learned the Rudiments of the Eng- 
1 ih Tongue, and read the five Books of Moſes, and 
are able to give ſome Account of the moſt material 
Parts of that Hiſtory, then and not before, they ſhall 
be admitted to the firſt Form, where their principal 
Buſineſs will be to learn the neceſſary Rules of Gram- 
mar, and to acquire as diſtinct and clear Pronunciati- 
on as they are capable ww: t

Their next Employment will be to obtain a com- 
pleat Knowledge of the Grammar, and the Method 


3 long ſucceſsfully purſued at Eaton, will be be carefully 
followed. 


When they are competent Maſters of Engliſh and 
| Latin Proſe, they will be taught from ſome modern 
Author, the Uſe of Globes and Maps, ancient and 
modern, and afterwards be inſtructed in the Greek 
Tongue, with as much Care as was uſed in the La- 
tin, Thus the Difficulties of Grammar being con- 
quered, and the Way prepared for them, thoſe Au- 


thors which are now counted hard will be eaſy and 
pleaſant. 


Before every Chriſtmas, a publick Examination will 
be had of each Form, and to encourage Diligence 
and Genius, ſuch as ſhall be found qualified for it, 


ſhall be removed to the lower Diviſion of the F orm 
immediately above him. 


Two Diviſions. in each Form. 


At every ſuch Examination, a Premium in Books 


will be given to the moſt deſerving 1 in the Diviſions of 
every Form. 


In order to form their ual the ſtricteſt Care will 
be taken to inſtruct them early in the Being and At- 
tributes of God; in the revealed Law, and the Law 
of Nature; in the Imperfection of the latter, and tha 
conſequent Neceſſity of the former. To this F nd, 
they will be made to read the beſt Heathen and Chriſ- 
tian Authors, UIZ. Grotmes, Cicero, &c. 


Bauch as 3 Boarders will all lodge in the ſame 
Houſe with their Maſters, and will conſtantly be at- 
tended by ſome or other of theſe in their very Amuſe- 
ments, which will prevent in a great Meaſure, their 


Paſſions or Weakneſs of Judgment from leading 
them aſtray. 
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It has been complained of a long Time, that in 
the ordinary Method of educating — Youth of this. 
Nation, little Care has been taken to form their Speech, 
and accuſtom them early to deliver themſelves with a a 
decent and proper Addreſs on any Subject: The 
Want of which Accompliſhment is of too general 
Note to need a more particular Comment. 


70 remedy this Defect, a Perſon killed in Oratory, 
will be provided at a ſufficient Sallary, whoſe Buſineſs 
will be ſometimes to read and repeat to the young 
Gentlemen, ſelect Speeches out of the beſt Authors, 
and to hear them read and ſpeak after him. 


So ſoon as they have advanced to the third Form, 


it ſhall be his Buſineſs to give them Queſtions of De- 


bate, and enure them to reply, to accuſe, and defend. 
By theſe Means they will come better prepared to that 
School of Eloquence, now propoſed by an ingenious 
and learned Gentleman to be eftabliſhed 1 in our Uni- 
verſity. 


A Premium as in other Parts of Learning will be 
given annually to the beſt Speaker in every Form. 


Two Boys, Sons of Clergymen, or failing theſe, of 


reputable Families, well recommended, will be re- 
ceived annually into this School, and boarded and e- 


ducated at free Coſt, ſo ſoon as forty Boarders have 
entered, and will be continued while that Number is 
preſerved; and all future Maſters will be elected out 
of theſe, provided they be found qualified, the moſt 
deſerving without Partiality to be preferred, their 
Merit upon a Vacancy to be determined by an Exas 
mination by the acting Maſters, particular Regard 
being always had to their moral Characters: But no 


one to be admitted to ſuch Examination, till he has 


taken the Degree of Batchellor of Arts in the Uni- 
verſity of Dublin.

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Till the Number of Boarders above mentioned is 
compleated, they ſhall however be admitted to all 


the Benefits of Education, their LEN at free Coſt 
| alone excepted. 


For the better Obſervance of this Article, and to 
eſtabliſh it for ever, no future Maſter ſhall arrive to 
the Station of Superior, before he has given Security 
to ſuch Truſtees as fhall hereafter be appointed for that 
Purpoſe, for the due Obſervance of 1 it. 


The Maſters will riſe according to Seniority, * 
their Seniority will be accounted from the Time of 
their Entrance into this School. 


Tho? this Scheme will be attended with more Ex- 
pence than the uſual Method of Education, yet the 
Undertaker of it requires no higher Premium than 
what is common in other Schools: Only it is expected 
that no Perſon will take it amiſs that each Boy will be 
fined one Nritiſb Half=crown yearly, to raiſe: a Fund 
for the annual. Premiums. 


And allo that ſome Acknowledgment be md 
yearly by the Parents or Guardians of each Boy to 
the Maſter, under whoſe immediate Care: the Child 
has been for that Year, adequate to the Service he has 
done him; but this will be left to the W of 
every ſuch. Parent or Guardian. 


As this Plan is calculated for the publick Good; it 
is further propoſed that the young Gentlemen who 
become Boarders, ſhall at a proper Age be inſtructed 
in Writing, Arithmetick, Geometry, French, Danc- 
ing, Fencing, Deſigning and Drawing; or in ſuch of 
them as are moſt proper for them. The beſt Maſters 
will be employed at fixed Sallaries for each particular 
Branch: Which Sallaries, by a ſmall additional Ex-

Mlaoderns. 


The Propoſer of this Scheme has long * to ſee 
ſomething of this Kind ſet on Foot, as well for the 
Credit as the Advantage of his Country; for he can- 
not but eſteem it a Reproach, as well as a publick 
Loſs, that our Nobles and Gentlemen ſend their Chil- 


dren to Countries where no Care is taken of them, 


and where they learn Manners and Faſhions very fo- 
* to the Good of their own Country. 


The Intention therefore of the Propoſer i in publik. 


ing theſe Hints, is not ſo much to inform the Publick 
of his own Deſign, as to inſpire others to undertake 
ſo laudable a Taſk, to excite Men of greater Abilities 

and better Opportunities; too many of whom are un- 
employed in every Corner of the Iſland, while a Swarm 


of Foreigners devour thoſe Stations of Profit and Ho- 


nour which theſe Natives ſhould inherit by Birth-
